Hero Is Dramatic Story of 


Rescue of Expedition 


in Far North 


SAVED FROM DEATH 


Rescue Planes Land on Ice 


to Bring Explorers 


to Safety

the first good food and drink they 
•nive had in many weeks, the rescued 
men already are making plans to re- 
.turn to Ihc,frozen .muskeg lo finish 
Ihoir surveying job.

The expcdilion began in August, 


employed by the provincial govern- 
ment to establish a line of longitude 
between Ontario and Quebec prov- 
inces. 


Tho surveyors were not heard from 


after Ocloljer, hut Jlo tears were felt 
•for their safety until December 21, 
when H. H. Hondo, surveying contrac- 
tor who employed the expedition, flew 
to a food cache previously established 
and found it undisturbed.

have reached the cache in November.

Spradbrow wasted litlle time at tho 


camp. Ho look off almost immediately 
with Bcrnicr, who was near death, 
because a blizzard was brewing and 
tl.-e pilot was afraid to take a full load. 
He tried to fly to Houyn, but ran into 
Ihc hhzzard. turned tail, and .scuttled 
for Moosonce. Later ho returned to 
the desolate camp for more of Ihe men. 
-some of whom wore brought out in 
other planes. 


Food Only 10 Miles Away 


The party started looking for tho 


food cache late in October" but wa.s 
unable lo find it. By mid-November 
l-hc party was out of food and the men 
wore growing too weak for further 
searching. They settled down in the 
bitter cold of their crude camp, made 
a brush signal, and waited fur rescue 
for 39 long days and nights-. 


Discipline at Iho camp wa.s perfect 


throughout the ordeal. The men, most- 
ly French Canadians, held 
nightly 


prayer services. They took their turns 
in doing work about the camp, keeping 
the 
fire 
going, chopping 
firewood 


and attempting tu |3ag game. 


And all the time, it turned out later.
